A 600-acre nature preserve 
that would include equestrian, 
mountain bike and 
cross-country skiing trails has 
been proposed for Chouteau 
Island.

~proposed spending almost $4 
million on the project, but it 
appears that Trailnet ‘will not 
be able to obtain all the 
needed funding at this time. 

Trailnet had proposed using 
$500,000 from a settlement fund 
involving Shell Oil as matching 
funds to obtain $2.5 million in 
federal and state funds. 

A settlement fund is a fine 
or‘other penalty imposed on a 
company. Instead of the Ay 
money going to the 
government, it is given to 
outside agencies as grants. 

Ted Curtiss, executive 
director of Trailnet, said 
nothing has officially been 
announced, but Trailnethas 
heard that the Chouteau Island 
project would not receive the 

e $500,000 they had asked 
for. That would also decrease 
the amount of federal and 
state funds available for the 
project. 

“What exactly we’re going to 
get, we're not sure,’’ he said. 

‘We'll be doing pome ting: 
there, but we’re going to have 
to modify our scope.’ 


He said it appears that part 
of the settlement fund will go 
toward buyouts in flood-prone 
areas. 

Curtiss said that although it 
appeared Trailnet would have 
to modify their plan at 
present, if other funding 
sources were found, the entire 
project could be done 

“TI think it could be a great 
project, but it’s one.of those 
things that takes a while to get 
going,’’ he said. 

When finished, the total 
project would include more 
than 600 acres of recreational 
and restored land, including 10 
miles of mountain bike and 
hiking trails, five miles of 
equestrian paths, a 200-acre 
ecological restoration project 
and new fishing areas. 

Much of the property in the 
proposed preserve now belongs 
to the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, while other 
property would have to be 
purchased. 

“According to a preliminary 
proposal, Chouteau Island is 
considered a ‘‘prime 
candidate”’ for such a project. 

*‘Chouteau Island is the link 
between the Missouri bikeway 
system via the Old Chain of 
Rocks Broa and the Illinois 
Confluence Bikeway,’” the 
report stated. ‘‘A bikeway 
across the island will permit a 
continuous trail linking 
Missouri’s Gateway Arch and 
the Columbia Bottom 
Confluence area with Illinois’ 
Pere Marquette State Park 
and the Lewis and Clark site.’’

facilities on Chouteau Island 
for the bridge and bike trails 
Currently, there is no real 
access to the bridge from 
Illinois and all events held on 
it have been staged from the 
Missouri side. 

The first phase of the $3.4 
million bridge restoration 
project — which will make the 
structure accessible and safe 
for public use — is expected to 
be completed this summer and 
a grand opening has been 
tentatively scheduled for June 
6 


The Old Chain of Rocks 
Bridge and proposed Chouteau 
Island projects are part of the 
larger Southwestern Illinois 
Regional Greenways Plan. The 
plan is being developed in 
cooperation with the 
Metro-East Greenway Alliance 
and the Illinois Department of 
Natural Resources and was 
prepared by the Southwestern 
Illinois Metropolitan and 
Regional Planning 
Commission.

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Worthen: Water problems solvable 


Wetlands areas would help stop drainage troubles

Granite City’s ongoing water 
drainage problems could be 
eliminated through proper 
maintenance of an ecological 
restoration system, according 
to-Richard Worthen, 
coordinator of the Metro-East 
Regional Stormwater 
Committee. 

Worthen 


made the

to area 
leaders Wednesday mofning at 
a meeting of the Tri-Cities 
Area Chamber of Commerce’s 
Board of Directors Economic 


Development Committee; 
which was held at Big Duga’s 
Restaurant in Madison. 
" Worthen said the key to the 
system would be wetland 
areas. Such areas would be 
“created and protected and 
would enter into a 
maintenance plan so that 
water can be taken care. of in 
the most natural fashion 
possible,”” Worthen said. 

“Tt’s the cheapest process 
we have going, and it works.”’ 

Worthen went on to say that 
the wetlands project maybe 
part of an ecological 
restoration project if enough 
engineering data can be 
gathered by the U.S. Army 





Sore of Engineers. 

The Corps is currently 
gathering data from Hartford 
Canal to the bluffs. Worthen 
said the information gathered 
would benefit the Tri-City 
area. 

“Tt will solve your water 
problems,”’ Worthen told the 
group. 

‘To keep the project going, 
local communities must come 
up with the money to help 
finance it. The Corps of 
Engineers, the Natural 
Resource Conservation Service 
and U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency are 
agencies funding the project. 
Local communities must each 


come up with 25 percent of 
what the federal agencies are 
spending. 

The first and second year’s 
finances have been completed 
with financial assistance from 
Madison and St. Clair counties 
“If federal agencies don’t 
receive financial help from 
other neighboring 
communities, the project is 
dead,”’ Worthen said. 

‘The project will not be 
completed until the Corps of 
Engineers completes a 
document on engineering data.

Crouch’s suit claims that the 
village’s Electoral Board 
ignored technical violations in 
Denham’s petitions and 
allowed Village Clerk Mary 
Rowden to remain on the 
Electoral Board to consider 
the matter. 

In February, the Electoral 
Board voted 2-1 to allow 
Denham to remain on the 
ballot. That board met Sunday 
to review the case. 

Crouch had wanted Rowden 
removed from the board, 
claiming she had a conflict of 
interest. 

“Ms. Rowden should have 


been removed from the Village 
Electoral Board in order for 
the board to proceed with a 
fair and impartial hearing,” 
the suit stated. “‘The board, 
with Ms. Rowden as the 
deciding vote, ruled to allow 
Ms. Rowden to remain...”” 

Crouch also said Denham 
commited several technical 
violations, including failing to 
number his petitions and 
listing himself as an 
“independent”’ on his 
statement of candidacy, but as 
a member of the “New

Gun possession 
bill stiffens 
penalties on 
state’s felons 


Bipartisan work will help 
get this legislation passed

Quite often, the General Assembly considers legislation that is 
controversial. Sometimes the debate is partisan and split down 
party lines 

More often than not, legislation comes along that everyone can 
agree upon 

Last week, with the help of Madison County State’s Attorney 
Bill Haine, we were able to introduce legislation to stiffen the 
penalties against felons who illegally obtain and possess guns. 
This is legislation that everyone agreed needs to become law 

The bill, known as HB115, passed out of committee 
unanimously. The measure cracks down on felons caught with 
firearms by increasing the penalty from a Class 3 felony to a 
Class 2 felony. 

Along with the increase in classification will come more jail 
time and a stiffer fine. If the legislation becomes law, felons 
caught with firearms would receive three to seven years in jail 
and up to a $10,000 fine. The bill also makes offenders convicted 
of this illegal firearm possession ineligible for probation, early 
release or conditional discharge 

In essence, the bill will put violent repeat offenders away for 
longer terms and it ensures that they will serve their full 
sentence 

Now that the bill has passed out of committee, it moves on to 
the House, where it will be voted on by all 118 members. 

After approval in the House, the Senate will consider the 
legislation. If the Senate approves the measure it will advance 
to the governor’s desk, where he can either sign it into law or 
veto the bill 

A veto of the bill effectively kills the legislation and we would 
need to start the entire process over again in the next General 
Assembly. I am confident that this important legislation will 
become law 

I e always felt that working with members of both parties 
to pass legislation will help our region. There is plenty ‘oF 
common ground among the political parties. When we work 
together, everyone benefits. 

Other legislation that I am working on during this General 
Assembly will address the tragedy that occurred two years ago 
in Alton custne the Fourth of July fireworks display. Three 
people were killed that day. 

The fireworks company that put on the show was careless in 
its launching procedures. It turned out that there are few 
procedures and little regulation to ensure public safety. With the 
cooperation of many in the fireworks industry, I have drafted 
legislation to require more training and licensing that we hope 
will help avoid another tragedy. 

Another legislative item of enormous importance to our region 
is the extension of Interstate 255 from Illinois 143 to Illinois 67. 
This project is vital to the continued economic development and 
public safety of the entire southwestern Illinois region. 





























I have been working with the Illinois Department of 
Transportation, the governor's office and my colleagues in the 
legislature to make sure that this project receives the 
appropriate funding. I will continue to provide updates on the 
J-255.extension and other legislative initiatives in my future 
columns.

The hard work and ingenuity 
of America’s farmers have 
made U.S. agriculture the 
pride of the nation. But 
farmers today face serious 
challenges 

In the last several months, 
hog prices have plummeted 





are still below cost. Corn 
and soybean prices are in a 
slump. Agricultural exports 
are expected to fall $4.6 billion 
this year alone for an overall 
drop of 18 percent since 1996 

Farmers struggle under the 
burden of excessive taxes and 
regulation. And farmers lack 
adequate means to weather the 
ups and downs of today’s 
unpredictable agricultural 
markets. 

The bottom line is that many 
Illinois farmers are having 
trouble making ends meet and 
farms are shutting down 
because federal agricultural 
policies do not provide 
sufficient solutions 

Agriculture is critical to both 
the economy of America and 
Illinois. Including related 
industries, agriculture is the 
nation’s largest employer. 

Illinois’ 76,000 farms cover 
more than 28 million acres — 
nearly 80 percent of our state’s 
land — and Illinois farm 
product sales generate more 
.than $9 billion annually 

When I entered the U.S. 
Senate last month, I worked 
hard to secure a seat on the 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
so that our state and our 
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voice in Washington. 

We need to focus on three 
opening new overseas 

for farm products; 
reducing the federal tax and 
regulatory burden on farmers 
and rurak businesses; and 
ensuring farmers have 
adequate risk management 
tools. 

First, farmers need open 
overseas markets for farm and 
food products. 

Illinois farmers depend on 
foreign trade for their 
economic well-being. In 1997, 
Illinois exported $3.7 billion in 
agricultural commodities, 
ranking third among all states. 
But over the last three years, 
farm exports dropped 
nationwide, putting many 
Illinois farmers at risk. 

Congress and U.S. trade 
officials should work to ensure 
that American farmers are 
able to sell their products in 
the world market. In my first 
legislative act as senator, I 
joined four colleagues to 
introduce legislation requiring 
U.S. trade negotiations so that 
our farmers can compete on a 
level playing field and fight for 
a better share of retail 
agriculture sales 

T support fast-track trade 
negotiating authority so that 
the administration can be ina 
better position to tear down 
international trade barriers. 
We must, at the same time, 
work to ensure that our 
trading partners adhere to all 
existing trade agreements. 

Secondly, farmers need 
lower taxes. 

Eliminating the estate tax on 
family farmers will ensure 
that farms can be passed on to 
the next generation. According

to USDA figures, farmers are 
six times more likely to face 
inheritance taxes than other 
Americans. 

Family farmers work hard 
and pay taxes throughout their 
lives.

Worthen said the target date 
for that document is 
September 2000. 

After that, it may take an 
additional three years from 
that data to put in a final 
document. By 2004 or 2005, 
“some dirt me be dug,” 
Worthen said 


“The process is long. The 
answers are not known.”’ 

Worthen said other ways to 
prevent storm damage, other 
than through an ecological 
system, would be through 
watershed use and control, 
improving impervious surfaces 
and the operation of 
stormwater utilities 

The best way to pay for 





those expenditures would be 
through an impervious land. 
fee, supported by a storm 
water utility, Worthen said 
“There are more than 300 of 
these stormwater utilities in 
the country which are not 
supported by a property tax 
he said. “The amount of 
money taxed depends on the 
property size.”’

Park District to conduct 
long-range plan meetings

More trails in Wilson 
Park? 

Or more ball fields, a big- 
gér pool or even an enlarged 
park district? 

Granite City Park District 
residents will get a chance 
to voice their opinion on 
what programs, activities 
and whatever else they want 
the parks to provide during 
public meetings sometime 
this summer. 

The meetings will be held 
to help the district develop a 
five-year master plan. 

Granite City Park District 
Director Dave Polivick said 
the plan would be developed 
in the next 8-10 months. 

“One of the most impor- 
tant parts of that is getting 
information from the public 
as to what they want from 
the park district,’ he said 
“We're going to be having 
some public meetings, we’re 
gding to be sending out sur- 
veys to the general public 
and to the students of the 
schools.”” 

He said that would proba- 
bly start in the summer or 
early fall and the plan would 
be complete by ie end of 
the year. % 

“Tt provides us with a 
clear sense of how to budget 
each year,’’ he said. ‘‘It pro- 
vides us with information on 
programming the public is 
wanting to take advantage 
of and which programs are 
not too popular.’” 

Another advantage to hav- 
ing a master plan is that it 
will give the district more 
leverage when seeking state 
money. 

“This is going to enable us 
to receive extra points from 
the Illinois Department of 
naciral BCS when we 
apply for grants,’’ he said. 
i jally if we get public 
involvement in that plan.” 

He said more grants are 
becoming available from 
state agencies, such as the 
Illinois Department . of

DNA testing helps trial prosecutors, innocent criminals

DNA freed David Gray and 
imprisoned Dennis Robinson 
And, until last week, it kept 
Dennis Rabbitt on the run. 

Though involved in separate 
criminal cases, the three men 
share a common thread: They 
are among the most recent 
examples of how genetics has 
opened a whole new chapter in 

ay criminal investigations 
won and lost 

Gray, 46, of Alton was in 
prison for 20 years for 
attempted der, robbery 
and rape before DNA tests last 
year excluded him from

Robinson, on the other hand, 
is awaiting a long prison.stay 
after DNA evidence was used 
to convict him of a Madison 


County murder Feb. 22. 

It also was DNA evidence 
that led authorities to Rabbitt, 
the alleged ‘South Side 
Rapist,”’ accused in a string of 
assaults on both sides of the 
Mississippi River between 1988 
and 1997. He is in jail in Ste 
Genevieve, Mo., awaiting 
processing on more than a 
dozen rapes in St. Louis, two 
in Madison County and two in 
Jefferson County, Mo. 
Authorities say they have the 
DNA evidence to connect him 
to each case. 

Gray said he thinks he would 
still be in prison without the 
genetic testing that he fought 
for while an inmate at Pontiac 
Correctional Center. 

“Tf it wasn’t for DNA, they 
still wouldn't know who did 
it,’” he said 

Authorities, however, don’t 
have other suspects. They are 
convinced that Gray is 


connected to the crime 

They have appealed a 
judge’s ruling granting Gray a 
new trial. The appeal isn’t 
likely to be acted on for a 
couple of months. 

Originally, Gray was 
released from incarceration on 
strict, homebound electronic 
monitoring. Last month, 
however, the 5th District 
Appellate Court granted a 
motion to amend the terms of 
monitoring. Now, Gray is free 
to come and go from his 
mother’s house in Alton as 
long as he checks in with his 
probation officer once a 
month, he said. 

The Gray case has frustrated 
prosecutors. It occurred long 
before the science of genetic 
analysis forced the call for a 
new trial. Since 1978, the 
victim, her husband and other 
key figures have died 

Authorities said they were 


left with such slim evidence to 
keep Gray in prison that they 
were forced to exhume the 
victim’s husband’s body to run 
DNA tests on bone fragments. 
The tests showed the semen 
stain on the victim's bed was 
not left by either the husband 
or Gray, which further 
complicates the case 

Gray proclaimed his 
innocence from the start, but it 
wasn’t until about 1987 that he 
heard about DNA testing and 
how it had exonerated some 
unjustly accused people. He 
used a state law that became 
effective in 1998 to get the 
court to authorize his test. 

The new law says a judge 
must order DNA testing if 
evidence subject to testing was 
used in trial but not 
genetically analyzed. The 
evidence must have been 
properly preserved and the 
identity of the perpetrator 


must be central to the case. 

While in the penitentiary, 
Gray said he talked to many 
inmates who also want to 
undergo testing. 

“J have great empathy for 
any body who wants to get this 
test done,” he said. 

DNA evidence was the prime 
catalyst in Robinson’s 
conviction in an area murder 
case last month 

Robinson, 32, of St. Louis 
had been accused of the 
strangulation of Susan Marie 
Keen, 37, of Glasgow, Mo., in 
January 1997. Authorities said 
he met her in a St. Louis bar 
and a few hours later 
strangled her and dumped her 
body along side Interstate 270 
ee inside the Madison County 


ine 
The evidence was 
compelling: Prosecutor Keith 


Jensen called to the stand 
experts who testified that the 


seminal material found on 
Keen matched Robinson’s DNA 
— to the likelihood of one in 18 
billion. 

The world’s population is 
estimated at only 6 billion, 
according to this year’s 
almanacs. 

Keen’s blood was also found 
on Robinson’s shirt. A state 
DNA expert concluded the 
chances were 594 million to 
one that it was Keen’s blood 

Because Robinson still has to 
be sentenced, Jensen didn’t 
want to comment too much 
about the evidence, but he has 
been involved in a few cases 
where DNA played a role. 

“Any kind of scientific 
evidence makes it easier for a 
jury, whether it’s a fingerprint, 
chemical evidence or DNA. 
DNA has come to the point 
where it offers extreme 
certainty, and that 
corroborates testimony.”

Spielberg's director award points to movie as Oscar winner 


The directors have honored the 
directors, the actors the actors and the 
writers the writers. Now the Oscar 
picture is as clear as it’s going to get. 

“Saving Private Ryan’ appears to 
have the inside track on winning best 
picture at the Academy Awards on 
March 21, in light of Saturday night's 
Directors Guild of America award to its 
director, Steven Spielberg. 

Gwyneth Paltrow of ‘Shakespeare in 
Love” is the favorite for best actress, 
after her award Sunday night at the 
Screen Actors Guild ceremony. A 
surprise SAG award to Roberto Benigni 
for “Life is Beautiful’ gave a huge boost 
to his chances, previously seen as 
remote, for an acting Oscar. 

The prospects for supporting acting 
Oscars for Kathy Bates for ‘Primary 
Colors’ and Robert Duvall for ‘‘A Civil 
Action” are also looking brighter after 
their Screen Actors Guild victories. 

And the screenwriters of ‘Shakespeare 
In Love” and ‘‘Out of Sight,” honored 
last month by their peers, are the 
front-runners for the original and 
adapted screenplay Oscars. 

Spielberg’s Directors Guild win was 
his third, He also was honored for ‘‘The 
Color Purple’’ (1985) and ‘‘Schindler’s 
List” (1993). 

Only four times has the Directors 
Guild winner not repeated at the 
Academy Awards, The winner of the

directing Oscar also usually sees his 
film take a best picture award. 

Although the Screen Actors Guild 
awards are still young — in their fifth 
year — they are becoming a strong 
predictor of Oscar winners because of a 
significant overlap of the membership of 
the actors’ union and the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences. 

Benigni, the Italian 
director-actor-writer who created the 
comic-tragic story of a father trying to 
shield his son from the horrors of 
Holocaust, lifted SAG presenter Helen 
Hunt and spun her around, then said in 
broken English he was so happy that 
“every organ of my body is moving in a 
very bad way.” 

Benigni’s award was the biggest 
surprise and suggested the best actor 
Oscar later this month is a toss-up. He 
beat such strong nominees as Joseph 
Fiennes (“Shakespeare in Love’), Tom 
Hanks (‘‘Saving Private Ryan”), Jan 
McKellen (‘‘Gods and Monsters’) and 
Nick Nolte (‘‘Affliction.’’) 

Paltrow, awarded for her role as the 
heiress who falls in love with a young 
William Shakespeare in “Shakespeare in 
Love,” paid tribute to her mother, 
Blythe Danner, as “the most brilliant, 
beautiful, profound actress I know.” 
Paltrow also won a Golden Globe and is 
now a favorite for an Academy Award. 

“This is just such an honor to be 


recognized by my peers. You'll never 
know quite what this means to me,” said 
Paltrow, nominated along with Cate 
Blanchett in “Elizabeth,” Jane Horrocks 
in ‘Little Voice,” Meryl Streep in “One 
True Thing” and Emily Watson in 
“Hilary and Jackie.” 

“Shakespeare in Love’’ also won the 
ensemble acting prize for a film. 

In other film categories, Bates, the 
politically savvy campaign 
troubleshooter in ‘Primary Colors,” and 
Duvall, the tough, baseball-loving 
corporate attorney in ‘A Civil Action,” 
won awards, 

“T’m just thrilled, absolutely thrilled,” 
supporting-actress winner Bates said 
backstage. 

The other supporting actress nominees 
were Brenda Blethyn for “Little Voice,” 
Judi Dench for ‘‘Shakespeare in Love,” 
Rachel Griffiths for ‘Hilary and Jackie”’ 
and Lynn Redgrave for “Gods and 
Monsters,” : 

Duvall won for supporting actor, 
beating David Kelly for “Waking Ned 
Devine,” Geoffrey Rush for 
“Shakespeare in Love” and Billy Bob 
Thornton for ‘‘A Simple Plan.” 

Last year, four of those receiving SAG 
awards went on to pick up Oscars: Jack 
Nicholson, Helen Hunt, Robin Williams 
and Kim Basinger. Only Gloria Stuart 
didn’t get an Academy Award.

“The big pee of the class is not only to give the children a 
creative outlook but to get them to do teamwork, too,’’ said Ike 
Day, program director for Creative Express. 

The children selected the theme of the mural then created 
sketches and worked with Janes on the composition and colors 
before completing the painting, Day said. 

“T painted most of the space, and I drew the dolphins,” said 
Theresa Campe, 10, a fourth-grader at Freeman School in Troy.
